BETS A SUICIDE FACTOR. 


O. G. HURSEN, ORIGINAL PHOTO- 
BUTTON MAN, LOST HEAVILY. 
Chicagean Who Conceived the Idea of 
the Picture Novelty Backed His 
Faith in Bryan,.and the Defeat of 
the Nebraskan, Together with the 
Death of Children, Is Thought to 


venter ef Many Novel ties. 


Orville G. Hursen, who killed himself by 
taking strychnine in the basement of his 
residence, 1894 Fulton street, was the origi- 
nator of the photo-button and wire jewelry, 
and the office he established in the corridor 
of the Palmer House was one of the first 
evidences of this class of busines in Chicago. 
Mr. Hursen’s friends at the hotel say his 
death was due to a nervous affection, ag- 
gravated by the recent death of his two 
children and by losses in election bets. He 
was an ardent supporter of William Jennings 
Bryan. Four years ago he“#taked $4,000 on 
his favorite, and again thig year put up a 
like amount, hoping vainly to retrieve his 
former losses. 

The result of the election was respons!- 
ble, in a measure, for Mr. Hursen’s death,“ 
said an employé at the hotel. “It was not 
0 much thet he lost money, but he was 
greatly interested in seeing Bryan win. He 
had made bets with a great dea! of con- 
fidence in 1896, and seemed to be waiting 
for this election to get even. He thought 
Bryan would surely be elected, and is known 
to have lost 4 large sum of money.“ 

Hursen was born in Vicksburg, Mich., in 
1860 and came to this eity in 1885. He is 
the inventor and promoter of many novel- 
ties had accumulated a considerable 
fortune at the time of his death. His first 
effort was with the wire jewelry. e slen- 
der strands were manipulated by him into 
lovers’ knots, initials, names, and other 
forms and, though the idea was quickly 
appropriated by others, it netted him a 
large sum. 1 4 

The inventor was practical at photography 
and while experimenting with his partner, 
I, Goodfellow, stumbled on the idea of the 
picture button. In a short time thousands 
of the buttons were on the market. .The 
miniatures yielded a fortune to both men. 

With money at his disposal Hursen pro- 
moted many schemes long held in abeyance, 
and a mechanical asphalt mixer, the giant 
swing“ at the chutes park, and a sanitarium.

prises which he developed. 

Two years ago Hursen was stricken with 
nervous prostration and was advised by 
his physician to take a rest. The excite- 
ment attending the election is thought to 
have affected his already weakened mind.

FAMOUS ‘PRIVATEER WRECKED. 
Oldest Schooner Flying Stars and Stripes 
Lost, Recalling Notable Work

port was received from Bangor today that the 
ancient schooner Polly, bound from that port 
3 ed here, with 75,000 feet of 
umber, n at North ks- 

The loss of the Polly removes from the 
merchant marine the oldest vessel flying the 
Stars and Stripes. It was built at Ames- 
wury, in 1805, and hailed from Rockland. 
During the war of 1812 it was a privateer. 
It is said that the vessel fought scores of 
battles during those days and captured no 
less than eleven British vessels as prizes. It 
was captured once itse]f, when the com- 
mander was lying sick in his bunk, but it was 
not long before the Yankees got the vessel 
back agaln, and it has been flying the Stars 
and Stripes ever since. 

The Polly’s last fight was with a British 
merchantman, which was heavily armed, at 
a point half way between Mount Desert and 
the Duck Islands. The privateer was vic- 
torious in this battle and captured a rich 
prize. Since then it has been constantly en- 
gaged in the coasting trade.

This report, coupled with the expressed in- 
tention of the foreman of the present grand 
jury to look into the matter, makes an in- 
vestigation more than likely. 

Foréman Gourley is a lumberman, with 
yards at 12 West Twenty-second street. 
While police and grand jury were planning 
to stamp out crime the holdup men kept right 
at work, and numerous robberies were re- 
ported during the day. 

The grand jury will have ample material 
for its investigation. A few years ago places 
where men and men congregated after 
midnight were confined tb a limited district 
in the levee and a few down-town thorough- 
fares. Under the paternal protection of the 
present administration, however, the sa- 
loonkeepers have grown bold until these 
dives can be found in all parts of the city. |

PARIS, Nov. 20.—During the debate on the 
budget for the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
in the Chamber of Deputies today M. Del- 
casse explained the origin of the force neces- 
sary to relieve the foreign legations at Pekin.

The population of Rhode 
Island in 1900 is nearly seven times as large 
as the population for 1790. The total land 
surface of Rhode Island is 1,065 square miles, 
and the average number of persons to the 
mile in 1900 is 306, as against 318.44 in 1800. 


Gain in Every County. 


The population by counties, as compared 
between 1900 and 1890, is as follows: 


Each of the five counties of Rhode Island 
showed an increase, the largest being in 
Providence County, with 103,560, and the 
smallest in Washington, with 505. The cities 
of Providence, Pawtucket, and Woonsocket 
are located in Providence County and are 
responsible for the large increase in the 
county.

Florida as well as Illinois and Rhode Islahd 
broke all previous records in the increase 
of its population. It is now 538,542 as against 
891,422 in 1890, an increase of 137,120, or 35 
per cent.

This shows an increase during the las 
ten years of 137,120, or 35 per cent, as against 
an increase of 45.2 per cent from 1880 to 
1890, and of 43.5 per cent from 1870 to 1880. 
Florida had a population in 1830 of 34,7380 
and each succeeding census to 1860 showed 
an increase of more than 50 per cent, the 
total population of the State in 1860 being 
140,424. From 1860 to 1870 the population 
increased only 83.7 per cent, this being the 
smallest rate of increase shown for any 
decade. 

The population of Florida in 1900 is more 
than fifteen times as large as the population 
given for 1830, the first census taken after 
its organization as a Territory in 1822. The 
total land surface of Florida is, approximate- 
ly, 54,240 square miles, the average number 
of persons to the mile in 1900 is 9.7, while 
in 1890 it was 7.2. 

The only territorial change which has been 
made in the counties of Florida since 1890 
‘is that part of Pasco has been annexed to 
Polk. Of the forty-five counties In the State 
all but three show increases in population 
since 1890, and six counties show over 100 
per cent of increase—namely: Dade, 475.4 per 
cent; Calhoun, 205.2 per cent; Hillsboro, 141.0 
per cent; Citrus, 125.1 per cent; Lee, 117.1 
per cent; and Liberty, 108.5 per cent. The 
three counties showing a decrease in popula- 
tion are Lake, Monroe, and Orange.

Congress, too, has recognized tobacco in its various forms 
as a legitimate article of commerce by requiring licenses 
to be taken ker its manufacture and sale, imposing a 
revenue tax vpon each package of cigarets put upon the 
market, and by making express regulations for their 
manufacture and sale, their exportation and importation. 
* Cigarets are but one of the numerous manufactures of 
tobacco, and we cannot take judicial notice of the fact 
that it is mote noxious in this form than in any other.

Postoffice Clerk Stamps a Cigar Lighter 
and an Explosion Fol“

A cigar lighter, which had been mailed in 
a ‘letter, exploded in one of the cancelling 
machines at the down-town postoffice at 8:30 
o’clock last night and created a mild panic 
among the employés.

Col Springs, Colo., Nov. Spe- 
clal.I— Word was received today to the ef- 
fect that John Hays Hammond, the rep- 
resentative of the Venture Corporation of 
London, England, had cabled the home of- 
fice advising the reduction of dividends and 
the pushing of development work on the 

‘company’s property, the Stratton Independ- 
ence mine at Cripple Creek. 

Mr. Hammond spent the entire forenoon 
today in the Independence mine, making a 
preliminary examination, which will occupy 
at least two days. When he returned to 
the surface he was questioned regarding 
the condition of the property and stated that 
he considered that the mine had been gutted 
to pay dividends, but he did not believe the 
mine was played out and stated that such 
talk was foolish. 

“I have today cabled to London,” said 
he, “advising a reduction in the present 
rate of dividends, and I have also advised 
that a great deal of development work be 
done. Until I complete my examination I 
cannot state what policy 1 will recommend. 


Report Will Be Made Public. 
It is too early yet to make an estimate 
of the ore in sight, but I will have a report 
ready within a few days, I I shall not 
withhold from the public. It is necessary 
to restore confidence, and this can easily be 


done. 
“This Independence matter will have a 
great effect on the future disposal of Euro- 
pean capital, and will decide whether any 
further Cripple Creek enterprise is to be 
undertaken from the other side of the wa- 
ter.“ 
Mr. Hammond absolutely refused to state 
anything definite regarding the ore reserves 
which the mine is supposed to have or to 
discuss the mine further until he had com- 
pleted his examination, which would be ina 
few days.

I desire,“ says the report, to especially 
emphasize the statement made by my prede- 
cessors periodically for the last twenty- 
seven years that the warehouse law should 
be amended. The general public seems to be 
of the opinion that the law is sufficient, but 
that its enforcement was neglected by this 
department. This assumption is not true. 
The Registrar had no power to compel the 
Chicago Elevator company to cancel reg- 
istered receipts, neither by law nor any rule 
of the department; and I desire to concur 
in the statements of my predecessors when 
I e upon the Board of Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners to recommend such 
amendments to the warehouse law as will 
enable the Registrar to require the shippers 
of grain to register the receipts for cancella- 
— before they are permitted to dellver out 
n. 

„ This can be done by adding to the sup- 
plementary cancellation law, Revised Stat- 
utes, chapter 114, section 5, that the inspec- 
tor stationed at the elevator shall not per- 
mit the outshipment of any grain until he is 
instructed by the Registration department 
that a receipt for the amount desired to be 
shipped has been duly registered for can- 
cellation. 

“This department was mildly criticised 
by the committee, of whom John J. Mitch’ 
ell was chairman, for failing to enforce sec- 
tion 5, previously mentioned. This com- 
mittee was evidently not acquainted with the 
fact an unsuccessful attempt had been made 
by my predecessors to enforce this section. 


Cites Former Protest. 


In 1876, four years after the passage of 
the law, Registrar T. H. Tyndale reported 
to the Governor that he could not enforce the 
law. A8 late as 1886 Major J. W. Burst, 
registrar, in his official report, said on this 
subject: 

The law was intended to afford an adequate 
protection to the holders of receipts, no part of 
which should depend upon the reliability or re- 
sponsibility of the warehousemen, and yet, as it 
stands, all the information upon which the sys- 
tem is based comes from him, and no power is 
vested in the officials of the department to go be- 
hind his returns to inquire Into their accuracy. 

There have been introduced in the Legi 
lature of ‘this State, upon the recommenda- 
tion of former Registrars and the Board of 
Railroad and Warehouse commissioners, 
several bills in different sessions of the Leg- 
islature, during the last twenty-seven years, 
looking to prevent the thing that finally

The Registrar can, the same as any other 
citizen, cause the arrest of any one violating 
the law. There is no penalty to the section 
5 provided for registering receipts for can- 
cellation, other than a general penalty. This 
section should be so amended as to make it 


| obligatory upon the chief inspector or Regis- 


trar, in case of violation of the law, to ca 
the arrest of the violater, thus placing the 
responsibility upon these officers and thereby 
relieve them from the charge that they are 
unnecessarily omcious.

DR: GILMAN RESIGNS HIS POST. 


President of Johns Hopkins University 
Quits Because School’s Financial 
Support Is Insufficient. 


Baltimore, Md., Nov. 20.— [Special. ]—While 
advancing years are given by Dr. Daniel Coit 
Gilman as a reason for the annountement to- 
day of his determination to resign as Pres!- 
dent of Johns Hopkins University, after a 
quarter of a century of service in that capac- 
ity, the chief cause is believed to be the 
financial condition of the university. 

For some years Dr. Gilman has had to 
struggle against adverse circumstances as 
President of the great institution of learning 
which was organized and perfected under his 
direction. He is now nearly 70 years of age, 
too old to battle longer against the lack of 
finance in the prosecution of his work.

It is well for Lord Roberts to receive as 
Commander-in-Chief a seat in the Salisbury 
Cabinet. But if the latter were to be de- 
feated next year, Lord Roberts, whose term 
as Generalissimo lasts five years, would find 
himself ex-officio a member of the Liberal 
Cabinet, and necessarily made acquainted 
with its party secrets and legislative policy. 
This is, of course, an altogether impossible 
situation, and is not to se dreamed of. 

At the same time, it does seem wrong that 
a vetefan of the Field Marshal's age, mill- 
tary experience, and importance in connec- 
tion with the services which he has rendered 
to the empire, should be subordinated to a 
comparatively. young man, such as Mr. St.

That is to say, when the official, 
who is looked upon by the empire as its prin- 
cipal and trusted expert in military matters, 
demands the introduction of some new feat- 
ure as indispensable to the safety and pro- 
tection of the empire, he is not only de- 
pendent upon the caprice and good will of the 
Minister of War for the time being, but has 
no means of appealing to the crown or to the 
country, although he is called upon to bear 
the blame in the event of the defenses of the 
nation being found defective. 
Theoretically the sovereign is the supreme 
head of the army and this being the case, the 
best way of dealing with a condition of af- 
fairs that has become well-nigh intolerabie 
is to convert the Commander-in-Chief into a 
Chief of Staff, not to the Minister of War, but 
directly to the sovereign. He should act as 
the latter’s military adviser, and tender his 
advice, not as heretofore through the Secre- 
tary for War, but to the crown, leaving to the 
latter the responsibility of seeing to its 
execution and to its being carried into effect. 
Obviously, the sovereign has better means of 
enforcing the execution of military reforms 
and measures than the Commander-in-Chiet.. 
For, whereas the latter, being a subordinate:

eign has the power to dismiss any Secretary 


of State or Minister who, through not com- 


up his negative or of being turned over to the 


send of a long speech as at the beginning.

The Chicago River Improvement associa- 
tion has sent to Mayor Harrison a memorial 
‘to which it is to be hoped he will return 
soon an affirmative answer. 

The improvement association wishes to 
secure without delay the lowering of the 
three tunnels. Until they have been low- 
ered there can be no improvement in the 
condition of the river so far as its navigabili- 
ty is concerned. If this work is delayed 
long lake commerce will seek other ports 
and it will be difficult, if not impossible, 
to bring that commerce back here. With- 
out the concurrence of the Union Traction 
company, which uses the three tunnels, it 
will be some years before they can be 
lowered. With the concurrence of that 
company the work can be begun now and 
wholly or nearly finished this winter. 

The cost of the work will be about a 
million and a half dollars. The city. has 
not the money and may not have it for 
years. According to the memorial the 
Union Traction company will lower the tun- 
nels forthwith at its own expense provided 
a satisfactory agreement can be made now 
for the extension of -its franchises which 
have only a few years to run. The asso- 


. | ciation, which disclaims any alliance with 


that pany, submits that much will be 
gained by settling the terms of extension 
at this time, especially if thereby the lake 


commerce of the city, the loss of which

If the tunnel question and 
all the other branches of the street rail- 
road question can be settled together and 
now, so much the better. | 
It is possible that the traction company 


will ask in return for lowering the tunnels 


at its own expense an extension ordinance 
which neither the Mayor, the Council, nor 
the public will approve of, In that case 
the lowering of the tunnels will have to 
wait, but nobody will be able to say that 
the delay in lowering them was due to 
any indifference or neglect on the part of 
the Mayor or the Council. : 

If it is possible to secure now on terms 
satisfactory to the people and which sacri- 
fice none of their interests an improvement 
so essential to the navigability of the river 
and ‘the commercial property of the ci 
as the one mentioned, the opportunity should 
not be neglected. A conference, at which 
the officers of the traction company, the 
Mayor, and the Council committee stated 
specifically just what their ideas were about 
this matter, might lead up to a satisfac- 
tory agreement.

CRIME ON COMMISSION. 

The perpetration of crime on the commis- 
sion plan is not a new idea. It is as old at 
least as the days of Fagin, and there were 
Fagins long before Dickens wrote his novel. 
Many pawnshops and junk yards and most 
fences have their agents out on commission, 
and the business is both extensive and prof- 
itable. The application of the idea to hold- 
ups, however, is somewhat novel. It seems 


Ito have originated with Mr. Farrell, who, 


while loitering about the streets on Monday 
night, met two colored men, Tue idea sud- 
denly occurred to him to utilize them for 
the holding up while he went through the 
victim, and to offer them a commission on 
the proceeds of the robbery. The colored 
men took kindly to the proposition, and Mr. 
Costello, a coal miner, was their victim to 
the tune of $100. The plan worked well 
enough, but the three rascals had not pro- 
vided for the consequences. All three were 
captured, and unless the straw bailers come 
to their rescue they are likely to do the State 
some service. 
Should this idea become popular it will in- 
troduce a new featrue in the holdup record 
of Chicago. The commissien allowed by Mr. 
Farrell was 15 per cent, which is a tempting 
figure for thugs. _ | 
This new scheme may yet develop into a 
trust, in which case vice, instead of paying 


a bonus for police protection, will levy a tax | 


upon respectable citizens and collect it on 
the fee system. Such a system, organized 
and administered by shrewd promoters, 
could undoubtedly be made lucrative. 


SUPREME COURT ON TOBACCO. 

The weed against which King James in- 
veighed in his famous Counterblast “ has 
found a friend in the United States Supreme 
Court. Tobacco has been praised by au- 
thors and statesmen, denounced by preach- 
ers and reformers, and discussed with much 
heat and smoke since the days of Jean Nicot 
and Sir Walter Raleigh, but it has never be- 
fore had the official approval of so august 
an authority as the Supreme Court of the 
United States. The opinion, delivered by 
Justice Brown, was called forth by a Ten- 
nessee cigaret case in which a State court 
bad held—on what grounds it is hard to dis- 
cover—that cigarets were not an article of 
commerce. The Supreme Court holds that 
cigarets, like anything else that is a subject 
of bargain and sale, are an article of com- 
merce. Tobacco has been such an article 
for hundreds of years, and is bartered, sold, 
and taxed in every country of the world. 
“Probably no other vegetable,” adds Jus- 
tice Brown, “has contributed so much to 
the comfort and solace of the human race.” 

The case which has called forth this legal 
obiter dictum is that of William B. Austin 
vs. ‘The State of Tennessee, in which it was 
sought to break down the State law regu- 
lating the sale of cigarets. The Tennessee 
Supreme Court upheld the law, and the Fed- 
eral Supreme Court sustains that verdict, 
but on different grounds from those taken 
by the Tennessee court. The cigaret gains 
little from the decision, in spite of the friend- 
ly attitude of the court toward tobacco. The 
chse grew out of an attempt to ship cigarets 
in open baskets from North Carolina into 
Tennessee in the ordinary little packages. 
The litigation growing out of the Iowa 
liquor prohibitien law some years ago led to 
a Supreme Court decision that the importa- 
tion of original packages could not be pro- 
hibited by a State. The North Carolina 
eigaret manufacturers claimed that their 
little eigaret boxes were original pack-

Justice Brown is inclined to accept the 
theory that cigarets are a particularly harm- 
‘ful form of tobacco, though he remarks that 


of the article, be holds that cigarets are as 
much a subject of State regulation ae liquor. 
Thus the seductive and vicious little paper 
rolls cannot claim their share of the court's 
approval of tobacco in general, The de 
cision as a whole agrees with masculine pub- 
‘He opinion on the tobacco subject. A Zu- 
preme Court of women might take a differ- 
ent view ofthe matter. 
SUFFRAGE IN SOUTH. 

The suffrage question is the paramount is- 
sue in the South at present. Mississippi, 
South Carolina, and Louisiana have suf- 
frage schemes already in operation, differ- 
ing from each other in 4 few minor details, 
but all having the same general object of 
eliminating the negro vote or keeping it 
within harmless limits; and North Caro- 
lina has adopted the Louisiana scheme. 
The Georgia and Virginia Legislatures are 
trying to construct a scheme to get rid 
of the negro vote by an educational or 
property qualification, such as obtains in 
some of the Northern! States, and thus 
avoid any possible chante of a reduction of 
Congressional representation. 

Alabama is the latest of the group of 
Southern States to attack the suffrage 
question. The New Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat affirms that there is no doubt the 
Legislature, which met last week, will carry 
out the instructions of the late Democratic 
convention by calling a constitutional con- 


frame a constitution so as to shut out il- 
literate negroes. In Alabama; however, 
the preliminaries of the scheme will move 
slowly. The Legislature must first act, then 
an election must be held to decide whether 
a new constitution is needed, and elect 
delegates to the convention, It will be fully 
two years before the convention can be 
held, which, in the opinion of the Times- 
Democrat, will be an advantage to the 
people of Alabama, as by that time they 
can discover which of the schemes now in 
operation works best, and the courts will 
have passed on their constitutionality, and 
besides this Congress will have decided as 
to the question of cutting down representa- 
tion. | 

In all these schemes there is a lesson for 
the negro of the extreme South which he 
would do well to learn. He should be con- 
vinced by this time that his political future 
rests largely with himself and that so long 
as he remains in his present impecunious 
and illiterate condition there will be no hope 
for his ele usa: citizen or for the 
exercise of the right of suffrage. When he 
shows the disposition to change his pres-

BRIBING MAYWOOD. 

Popular majorities in village communities 
would seem sometimes to be as seriously 
lacking in foresight and in a high-minded 
regard for the rights of the future as are 
corrupted municipal councils. At a meeting 
of Maywood citizens on Monday night to dis- 
cuss a gas franchise sought by the Municipal 
Gas company—the creature of the People’s 
company of this city—which lasted till mid- 
night, the franchise was informally ap- 
proved, although destitute of any specified 


limitation of its duration. bie 


Dazszled by the promise of $1 gas immedi- 
ately, 100,000 feet per year for the village, 
buildings free for seven years, twice that 
amount after that time, and 3% per cent of 
the company’s receipts for the village treas- 
ury after twenty years, this assemblage of 
citizens approved a grant which would run 
for the presumable life of the corporation, 
or ninety-nine years, and would confer ir- 
revocable rights respecting the gas supply 
of that territory during that period. The 
only safeguard which seems to have been 
thought of was to leave the way open for 
another company to come in and compete. 

The day has passed, however, when this 
expedient—foolish in theory and futile in 
practice—should be counted upon for insur- 
ing reasonable accommodation at reason- 
able charges from any public service cor- 
poration possessing a long time grant. Fur- 
thermore, it is, of course, impossible for the 
present inhabitants of Maywood to decide 
what will be a reasonable price for gas 
twenty or even ten years hence, or what will 
be a reasonable percentage of gross receipts 
to be turned over to the public treasury 
twenty years hence, or whether, indeed, gas 
mains may not prove an impolitic incum- 
brance of the streets twenty-five years 
hence. | |

PORTABLE KNOWLEDGE BOXES. 

A Boston architect has devised a portable 
schoolhouse which seems to meet an urgent 
want, not only in that city but in many 
others where the question of school accom- 
modation has become a serious problem. 
The details of his plan are worthy of con- 
sideration by our-own Board of Education. 
Kansas City has adopted the plan, or a 
similar one, and it is working well. It 
seems to meet both the difficulties presented 
by the shifting of school population as 
well as the problem which continually pre- 
sents itself in most American cities of erect- 
ing permanent structures fast enough to 
meet the educational demands of the popu- 
lation. 

The portable schoolhouse in question is 
constructed so that it can be taken to 
pieces, carried away, and set up in a school 
yard in ten days, and is made in the same 
practical manner as it were to be per- 
manent. Each one of them is twenty- 
five by thirty-five f in measurement, 
which allows thirty cubic feet of air for 
each individual, and the seating capacity 
is sixty. It is so built that it is free from 
dampness and cold and the ventilation is 
of the scientific kind, the bad air being 
ferced out by the introduction into the 
vent duct of the furnace pipe. They 
cost but $1,250 each, the. heating and ven- 
tilating apparatus costing $150 additional. 

Thus for $1,400 a schoolhouse is provided, 
as clean, comfortable, and well ventilated 
as the permanent structures, which occu- 
pies but little space, and which can be 
utilized in the schoolyard as long as it is 
needed. When not needed it can be taken 
to pieces and packed away, but it is al- 
ways ready for use can easily be moved 
from place to place. In Boston nine of 
these annexes are now in use and they 
answer their purpose admirably. The sys 
tem is much preferable to and less expensive 
than the old plan of leasing halls or other 
buildings. They can be provided in suf- 
ficient number to meet any emiergency 
caused by overcrowding in a certain district 
or the shifting of the school popu from 
one district to another. In the overcrowd- 
ed districts two or even three of them can

It seems probable that thé committee 
would have shown wisdom in paying more 
attention to the advice of the Representa- 
tives, who will be asked to fight for the 
proposed bill on the floor of the House. 
They know the temper of Congress on mat- 
ters of this kind. They know that one of 
the objections which will be raised to its 
passage is the fact that a fourteen-foot 
channel to be made practicable will require 
a heavy expenditure in the Mississippi 
River below the mouth of the Illinois. It 
will even be pointed out that in the sum- 
mer time the stage of water in the Mis- 
sissippi south of Grafton is often less than 
eight feet. Congress may well hesitate to 
make a large appropriation for the con- 
struction of a deep water channel between. 
Chieago and the Father of Waters when 
that proposition carries with it, as an almost 
necessary corollary, an even larger éxpendi- 
ture for the deepening of the Mississippi 
channel to the south. There is certainly 
not enough commerce between Chicago and 
St. Louis and intervening points to justify 
a fourteen-foot canal. It will be a suf- 
ficient reason for refusing the appropria- 
tion to point out the folly of giving to a 
tributary canal a much greater depth than 
‘exists in the | main waterway. 


5 THE RUMMAGE SALE. 

‘ latest fad of society is the “ rummage 
sale.” It began in New England, and is 
rapidly making its way all over the country. 
In a certain sense the rummage sale is a 
sort of housecleaning on a large scale. The 
housekeeper takes an account of stock, with 
the result of finding numerous things which 
are too good to give away or throw away 
and yet are y good enough to keep. 
Such articles have usually found their way 
to the second-hand stores or the cart of the 
peddler, but as the owners get little or noth- 
ing for them the New England spirit of 
thrift has devised the “ rummage sale,” 
which; so long as it remains a fad, will in- 
sure profitable returns. 

The idea of the “rummage sale” was 
first made public by the Woman's Educa- 
tional and Industrial union. Other charita- 
ble organizations adopted it, and gradually 
it was taken up by individual households, 
and has now become the rage. The sellers 
are glad to get rid of the articles, and buyers 
are satisfied because they get great bargains. 
The goods embrace everything from tin 
pans to overcoats, the worse for use or 
wear, which formerly were consigned to the 
garret when not sold to the peddlers or given 
away. The prevalence of the fad indicates 
that sentiment is fast dying out, and that 
family heirlooms are becoming old truck. 
The only danger in the fad is that it is cul- 
tivated mostly by women, and in their eager- 
ness to drive a good bargain they may ruth- 
lessly sacrifice articles for which the male 
members of the housé will make clamorous 
demands. This was illustrated at the time 
of the Galveston disaster, when many 
fathers of families had to demand the return 
of necessary urticles of clothing generously 
contributed to the sufferers. Evidently even 
in a rummage sale some discrimination 
should be used, or articles may find their 
way tothe auctioneer the departure of which 
may cause domestic embarrassment if not 
scandal. 


ANNEXATION Is EXPENSIVE. 

Manhattan, like Chicago, discovers that 
annexation is a costly business. This year’s 
budget of the Greater New York exceeds by 
$38,000,000 the expenses prior to consolida- 
tion of the djfferent independent munici- 
palities. That large sum is paid by the 
wealth of the old city, and a considerable 
part of it is the price paid for annexation. 

Undoubtedly, had there been no consolida- 
tion, the expenses of New York City would 
have been much heavier than they were 
five years ago. Tammany would have at- 
‘tended to that. But it appears that the 
two small boroughs of Queens and Rich- 
mond get back in salaries paid their officials 
nearly as much money as they pay for taxes 
to the city treasury. Those boroughs and 
Brooklyn are paying lower taxes under the 
present dispensation than they did while 
they were independent. The Borough of 
Manhattan is paying higher taxes. 7 

This increase of $38,000,000 in the budget 
is due in large part to the payment of high 
salaries and to the placing on the pay 
rolls of thousands of men whose services 
are not needed. Controller Coler believes 
that the discharge of unnecessary employés, 
appointed: to reward them for their political 
services, would save the city millions of 
dollars. But there would not have been so 
many of these employés had it not been for 
consolidation. That gave Tammany addi- 
tional opportunities, of which it availed 
itself promptly. Men in the annexed ter- 
ritory who had previously been constables 
or justices of the peace were given large 
salaries as clerks or heads of bureaus to 
make sure of their allegiance. New and 
unnecessary offices were created in all the 
annexed districts for the accommodation of 
political hangers-on. The salaries they get 
are paid them by the property-owners of 
Manhattan. They favored consolidation so 
that New York might remain the greatest 
of American cities. They have won their 
point, but unless they can shake off the 
yoke of Tammany and get an economical 
city government they will conclude that the 
Greater New York is an expensive invest- 
ment for them.

In April last.“ the Times says. we de- 
livered a wholesale warning to the British 
investing public against the threatened 
danger of the introduction on the London 
and other European markets of the stocks of 
the great American industrial enterprises.

greatest possible care the moment when the 
campaign shall be inaugurated. Only the 
great financial firms and corporations, trust 
companies, and the like can be expected to 
consider each proposal on its merits regard- 
leas of external influences, and these have 
already been concerned in many of the big 
fiotations; they have the facts and figures 
in respect to them at their disposal and there 
is nothing new to put before them. To se-

“Of American investments they are fa- 
miliar only with railroad stocks and bonds. 
In these they have dabbled freely in recent 
years with varying. fortune and an ultimate 
considerable balance on the wrong side of 
the account.

Traders who looked for a spectacular panic 
in the Board of Trade corn pit, with the 
November price bumping against the ceiling, 
were not entirely gratified yesterday, but 
it was exciting enough for the shorts. The 
price went neither*so high nor so low as on 
Monday, Phillips playing with the market 
but keeping it under a tight rein. He tried 
apparently to close it at 40% cents, only & 
cent above the last quotation the day before, 
and sold 15,000 bushels at that price just 
before the bell tapped. He was unwilling 
to part with any more, and one anxious 
bidder offered 41% ¢ents for 5,000 bushels, 
which was the official close.

The expected effect on country 
‘shippers who may have ll lots of old corn 
will be that they, being u le to tell whether 
or not there is a corner in prospect, will 
make no special effort to rush their corn to 
market.

There were sales of small lots at 41 cents 
at the start and an advance to 42% cents be- 
fore Phillips was able to turn the tide back- 
wards. He sold one 5,000 bushel lot at 41 
cents and immediately offered 42 cents for 
as much more just as an airy defiance of 
the bears and to show his mastery of the 
situation. There W no one who had the 
temerity to sell it and take the chances of 
a turn. 

A notable feature of the day’s transactions 
was the buying of 50,000 bushels by Counsel- 
man & Co. and smaller lots by other elevator 
interests, indicating that they are not having 
much success in converting low grades corn 
into contract grade. 

The complete control of the market by Phil- 
lips is admitted in the pit and the traders 
generally wish him success. 

“The boys wish Phillips success for a good 
many reasons,“ said the representative of a 
commission house. Among these reasons 
is the fact that he doesn’t put on any airs 
and shows an accommodating spirit, unlike 
some other bulls who have tried to control 
the market. One of the boys had an order 
the other day to buy five’ corn at 29 cents. 
It touched that price, but he overlooked the 
order, and when he discovered it the price 
was 89% cents. He went to Phillips, who 
let him have the corn at 89.“

address of welcome by Mayor Harrison, a 
response by George H. Maxwell, executive 
chairman of the National Irrigation asso- 
ciation, an address by the President of the 
congress, Elwood Mead, and a paper by J. 
M. Wilson on “ Irrigation Investigations of 
the Department of Agriculture.“ Mr. Wil- 
son is an irrigation expert at the agricultural 
experiment station at Reno, Nev. 

The national irrigation movement is a 
proposition setting forth that the government 
now owns 75,000,000 acres of land in the West 
which is worthless because it is arid. If re- 
claimed by irrigation this land would become 
productive and would sustain a population of 
50,000,000 people. It is proposed that the 
government shall build reservoirs and large 
irrigation works necessary for the reclama- 
tion of this arid land, since it is too great 
an undertaking for private capital. The sup- 
porters of the movement state that a rea- 
sonable increase in the price of this land 
would far more than cover the cost to the 
government of building the works, to say 
nothing of the increased tax values.

TALKS OF TROPICAL RULERS. 


Alleyne Ireland Says Civil Service Is 
Necessary to Good Government— 
Evening Lecture on China. 


Alleyne Ireland, the English lecturer on 
tropical colonization, gave the second course 
in his series of afternoon and evening lec- 
tures at the University of Chicago yesterday. 
He spoke on The Government of Tropical 
Colonies in the afternoon, and in the even- 
ing on the Early Intercourse of China with 
Western Nations.“ 

In the atternoon Mr. Ireland discussed the 
practical question of the government of col- 
onies. He divided the English colonies into 
two kinds: those governed by a representa- 
tive of the crown with no representation for 
the people, and those governed in part by an 
officer appointed by the government and in 
part by the representative institutions. 

The colonies which are organized with 
representative institutions,“ he said, ‘‘ have 
an upper and lower house. The upper house 
is under control of the government, and the 
lower is more representative in its nature. 
Consequently when any dispute arises the 
lower house refuses to pass the civil service 
budget and the officers are cut off without 


v. 

For that reason, Mr. Ireland said, the 
erown colonies are better than the others, as 
they are governed by men of high character 
who are not subject to any local influences. 

Mr. Ireland finished by laying stress on the 
necessity of civil service in the colonies, as 
he declares they can be properly governed 
only when they are under men of the highest 
character.
